LATEST FROM DAWSON. 


The 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 23.—The first 


etorra of the season occurred laat night 
and this morning. It waa accompanied 
by high southeasterly winds, which 
blew forty-five milee an hour shortly 
after midnight, and heavy rain. Up to 
noon the precipitation had beeu 1.38 
inches, but the wind ahifted aud at 3 
p.m. waa due weat and very light. Out- 
eide the bar the weather was very rough, 
eo much ep, in fact, that the United 
States cutter Oorwiu, which left Foleom 
street wharf for San Diego, waa com- 
pelled to put back, as au unusually 
heavy awell and 
chopping aea waa 


breaking over the bar, which rendered a 
crossing too dangerous to attempt. 


POINT AKENA, Gal., October 23.—Tbir- 


teen seamen, comprising almoat the en- 
tire crew of the eteam schooner Caspar, 
were drowned early this moining by the 
wreck of tbeir vee=«l. The rocky ehoro 
in thia vicinity was atrewn with wreck- 
age today, but there waa no way of iden- 
tifying tbeship until tbia evening, when 
two men from shore who had gone out 
iu a small boat to rescue any of tbe 
crew who might still bo alive, picked up 
Captain Antindeen air! Seaman Ohria 
Laraen, who bad been Moating about on 
an impromptu rait for fourteen houre. 


To his reBcuora, Adolpb 1'eteraon and 


Henry Anfindaon, the captain of the 
wrecked Bteauior eaid that tbe Caspar 
struck on a reef at 12 30 tbia morning 
and aevon minutea later capsized. When 
she tipped over all tbo rnetnbera of tho 
crow wore washed 
overboard, 
Tbe 


steamer carried fifteen men, but from 
tbe moment tbe accident occurred tbe 
captaiu has eeen none of his crew, ex- 
cept hia companion, Larsen, and has no 
doubt that the other thirteen have all 
been drowned. 


When thrown into tbe water Anflnd- 


een aud Laraen, by great good fortune, 
were able to raft aome pieces of floating 
timber. They succeeded in drawing the 
boards together and clung to this im- 
proviaed raft from tbe time of the acci- 
dent until late this afternoon, while the 
etorm beat about them, they being ex- 
posed to tho most furious gale of the 
season. 


They had almoat succumbed from 


cold, exposure and exhaustion, and were 
with great dilllculty saved by their 
reecuere. Tbe eea haa been BO high all 
day that it has been impossible to 
launch a boat from shore and even tbia 
evening the two men who went out and 
accomplished the rescue risked their 
livea in the breakers. Later in the 
evening the Bteauior Alcazar cruised 
about tbe ecene of tbe wreck but could 
11 nd no trace of any of the other sea- 
men. 


The scene of tbe disaster ie very 


dangerously located for shipping and 
when a vessel is once thrown on the 
tocka she ia doomed and there ia little 
chance for the escape of her crew. Tbe 
Caspar sailed from San Francieco yes- 
terday for Us»l, where abe was to load 
lumber for Ban Francieco. The eteam 
schooner waa well known on tho coaat, 
having been engaged in the lumber 
freighting business for the past nine 
veara. She waa owned by the Caspar 
Lumber Company and regiatered ( 300 
tone. 


STOCKTOX, October 23.—The rainfall 


for the storm which ended thia after- 
noon waa 1.07 inches. It is enough to 
make plowing easy aud the farmers will 
soon commence work. Tho rainfall in 
the mountains today ia reported very 
heavy. No damage from rain ia reported 
in tbia vicinity except in aomo places 
where boans are out and grapes have 
not been picked. Ten per cent of the 
crop of grapes in this county IB atill on 
the vines and will be damaged, but the 
general yield of the county without this 
IOBB will bo larger than for many years,

BUATTU;, October 23.— The steamer 


llumboldt arrived tonight at 10 o'clock 
with five men from Bawson City, leav- 
ing there September 30tb, and three 
men from Munook aud other points on 
the Yukon, They say no gold will come 
out this fall, aa this steamer has taken 
the last of those who have come down 
the Yukon. The river IB already frozen 
hard and the river boats laid up for the 
winter. 


The five men from Dawson underwent 


terrible hardships on the return journey. 
They aay thatol the 5000 or 0000 people 
in Dawson and vicinity at least 1000 will 
beobliged to flee from impend ing fltarva* 
tion. 
Them is any amount of gold at Daw- 


eon. It is not unusual to see horses 
loaded with duflt. But the mines are 
owned by men who know their value. 
1'eople who flock to the mines expecting 
to pick up gold in the grass roots do not 
realize what they are "up against."

"1 suppose that there will bu lietwivii 


5,000 and 0,000 people at Dawsou City 
thi.« winter. It will bo very diflictilt, of 
courso, to get any stipplieH up tho Yu- 
kon, to relievo tho miners, but I under- 
stand the North American Trading and 
Transportation company and other trad- 
ing concerns will do their best to get 
poods through, ut whatever cost. Sup- 
plies have been accmiiulau-d at .St. 
Michael's for this purpose. I realize tin- 
difficulty of carrying out such a pro- 
gramme, but if thero should bo a crisis 
there will bo uothiug ulso to do. 


"Fow people havo any conception of 


the immense territory covered by these 
gold bearing streams. The Yukon is 
only one of inuuy rivers. It is only "00 
miles long, while tho Lewes river, 
which is believed to be equally rich, is 
500 or ((00 miles long, and thero are 
numerous unexplored streams which 
will be developed as rapidly as the fa- 
cilities for reaching tho country are 
furnished. 


"The 
Canadian government, as well 


as English capitalists, is carefully con- 
sidering tho opening up of tho country, 
and within » very short time, some, ac- 
tion will bo taken.

Raisin 


The rainfall of the past two duya 


bough only severe here during B few 
loura of ycQtorday haa done great dam- 
igo in the vineyards. Tbe fall amounted 
o forty-elx-bundredthe of an incb. 


It ia generally admitted that the eec- 


md crop will be a total lose, as raisine. 
Jcneervatlvo estimates place the de- 
ficiency resulting from tlie storm at not 
eea than 20 por cent of the entire crop 
if raisins in this county. 


Mildew haB appeared in eome of the 


'ineyarda whore tlio grapes had not 
>een completely dried, aud it may spread 
h rough the untiru raiBin output of those 
vineyards. 


The loss of 20 percent on the entire 


crop does not mean a total loss to the 
[rowers but ie very near it na tlie winer- 


and diBtillf rioa only pay $5 a ton for 


raisine that might have been worth $60 
a ton. 


It IB feared that tho Kings county 


crop, which is usually a weak or two be- 
lind Fresno's, will" also be seriously 
diminished. 


Late picking has cost the grower 


leavily this year, with only experience 
to repay him. The fortunate few 
who have picked early or stacked in 
time will make money. For the rest the 
storm has done ita work, both on the ex- 
>osed traye and on the vines.
